MAD-STONE. 
A correspondent of. tlie 


..New York Ledger, thus describes what 
some, and perhaps many, of our rentiers 
have heard about. There are persons vho 
bfilieve.fa it aa implicitly, and for the si.ine 
reason, as iu the "Witch Hazel?' for the 
diacoverr. of springs of water: 


" There is a atone called mud-stone, and 


it will ciire a mad dug's bite, if applied in 
lime. 
May be you will think this a broad 


assertion,, but listen .to .some facts. 
1 


have seen a smal! bit of a mad-stone.— 
When broken one way it looka like a 
num- 


ber of oblong or rather ovat cavities.or cells, 
with the small ends in the center, looking 
not unlike an asterie.or star uaecL by print- 
ers, 
with this difference—the slar has only 


five or six points, and there are twelve of 
these cells in a "group. These groups of 
cells are as close together as they can be, 
and they are about one-sixteenth of an inch 
in diameter, i.e., three-sixteenths of an inch 
iu circumference contains twelve. cells. 
When broken the other way I foutid the 
cells were not deep, but were in layers, one 
above another. 
Well, this is the mad-stone. 


I think it is some kind of coral, or some- 
thing of that nature. 
Now, 
for its use, it is 


soaked in milk-warm water, i. e., ia water 
as warm as new milk. As soon as it gets 
as warm as the water it is taken out and 
quickly placed upon the wound, when these 
little cells absorb or suck up the poison un- 
til they get full, when the stone will drop 
off. It must be "soaked and applied again 
and again, until it ceases to stick, and then 
the patient may consider himself out, of 
danger. But the stone must be applied be- 
fore the patient has had any hydrophobic 
fits, (I don't know whether I spelled it right 
or not,Wise he will dot be cured entirely, 
as I shall soon show. I had an uncle bitten 
bp a rabid dog, and be went to the owner 
of a mad-stone, to be cured. He had to go 
a good ways, and before he got t!i*ice be 
had one of the fits common to m<id animals 
and people; but he got to the house, and 
the man applied his mad-stone, and uncle 
was cured as far as the fits were concerned ; 
but be was not the same he was before ; 
for he would get mad at almost nothing, 
and while the ungry fit lasted he was nil 
light, and feared nothing. 
But I know of 


others who were -meed by the mad-stone ; 
and so I know the mad-stone is no myth."

Fram the Thirteenth Regiment. 


Moscow, Ky., June 12. 


Hoscow, KT, June 12, 1862. 


M.ESSRS. EDITOKS -.—The 13th regiment is 


apparently in good spirits at'the present hour, 
The day is fine, our camping ground high 
and dry with plenty of wood and good wa- 
ter near by, and the hospital tent nearly va- 
cant, I noticed only one man in it as I pass- 
ed by a few moments ago. The band is 
playing one of its finest tunes, in the woods 
adjacent, and while I think of it let me say 


word for our baud. 
You know, and every 


body else knows, whoever heard our hand 
at Janesville, that our old instruments nev- 
er were gotten up with the intention of 
making music, but like Hodge's razors they 
were mnde to sell. Well those instruments 
came near spoiling the reputation or oar 
musicians, but while we were at Lawrence 
the owi gave freely of their two month pay 
for a new set of instruments, aud now we 
have afa Sne a band as a regiment could 
ask for. The 12th regiment's band always 
did get the flattering nonces in Kansas, 
but when the Wisconsin troops left that 
state, Gen. Mitchell cho.ie the 13th regi- 
ineut'a band (o go with his escort down the 
river, and that compliment was worth all 
the others. 
Batiu regard tothe regiment it- 


self. 
You heard how we went to Corinth 


and had a glorious fight, and what honor we 
gained. Well jour sympathy was all wast- 
ed, for while you were feeling anxious 
about ns. we were pithing our tents on a 
secession parade ground near Columbus. 
We staid at Columbus only n few divys. 
Just long enough "to get a good ideft of the 
immense fortifications which the 
ruliela 


built there—only to evacuate. 


I can give you no very correct idea of 


the strength ar.d magnitude of the works; 
but .every one who has been over them 
must be impressed with the fact lhat the 


-tainly the most melancholy, disconsolate 
looking set of mortals I have ever seen. 
They have not pluck enough to say their 
souls are their own. 


The peculiar institution ia seen here ia 


all its phases and beauties. The women 
pride themselves upon their grace, refine- 
ment and ignorance of work, and yet amok* 
and chew tobacco with as much -gusto as a 
sailo; or soldier. 


You have but little idea ol the poverty 


of this town. I have talked with many 
who have had no money at all for months. 
The last they did have was confederate 
bonds, and of course that is worth nothing 


now. 
They have been living on eoru meal 


and molasses for a long t'.jie. A few, by 
paying $2, confederate money, could get i, 
pound of coffee awhile ago, but now even 
that would not by it, 
Salt has been worth 


$65 per hundred pounds. This looks as if 
our blockade had done something. 


Capt. Euger and Lieut. Murray, with a 


body of sixty men, made up by details 
from each company, are busily at wort' re- 
pairing a railroad bridge which the rebels 
destroyed a few months ago. 
Most of the 


villagers seem pleased at ths prospect of 
having a railroad again. 


Last night came the intelligence of the 


surrender of Memphis. 
Everybody felt 


good about this. 


In conclusion I will say that the health 


of the regiment is good. Capt. Hewitt and 
Lieut. Moves are now in Wisconsin, on a 
sick furlough. 


Adjutant Euger joined us day before 


yesterday. 
AH were glad to aee him.

The day that we piteUed tents, almost 


every one appropriated as many bo&rds, 
rough tables and bedsteads as he could 
carry, all from these barracks. From the 
empty sardine cans, preserve cans and liqu- 
or bottles, I conclude that Ihe rebels had ft 
good time while el work in that place.— 
Many of the liquor botsles had on them the 
brand of northern liquor dealers, and came 
thorough, so the citizens say, on the piape 
vine line, i. e., they were smuggled through. 


All around these intrenchments the 


giound wae filled with torpedoes, all con- 
nected by wires, wound with tarred rope, 
with a battery inside Ihe trenchef. 
S.nne 


of these infernal machines wore full of good 
dry powder. 
The way they filled the earth 


with these things is n pretty good illustra- 
tion of the open, fair conflicts, which the 
hypocrites have always ciVnned that ihey 
admired. 
But the luugh comes in when 


they bad to go off and leave these results 
of their labor. 
From good authority I 


learn there were from 60,000 to 100,000 
men at work there for four months.
